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l>y  the  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March  24, 
1891,  Article  18,  Section  14,  it  is  prescribed  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  shall  “make  an  Annual  Report  to  the 
“  Sanitary  Authority,  up  to  the  end  of  December  in  each  year, 
“  comprising  a  summary  of  the  action  taken,  or  which  he  has 
“advised  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  take,  during  the  year  for 
“  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account  of  the  sanitary 
“  state  of  his  District  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
“  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  enquiries  which  he 
“  has  made  as  to  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  the 
“  District,  and  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part 
“  or  advised  under  any  Statute,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate 
“  to  those  conditions ;  and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision 
“  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes  over 
“  places  and  houses  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  have  power  to 
“  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which 
“  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same 
“  during  the  year.  The  report  shall  also  record  the  action  taken 
“  by  him,  or  on  his  advise  during  the  year,  in  regard  to  offensive 
“  trades,  to  dairies,  cow-sheds,  and  milk-shops,  and  to  factories 
“  and  workshops.  The  report  shall  also  contain  tabular  state- 
“  ments  (on  Forms  to  be  supplied  by  Us,  or  to  the  like  effect), 
“  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  District,  classified 
“  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities." 

Under  Sec.  182  of  the  “Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,’ 
the  Medical  Officer  is  also  required  in  his  Annual  Report  to 
report  specifically  on  the  administration  of  the  Factory  Act  in 
workshops  and  workplaces,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  his  Annual 
Report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this  subject,  to  the 
Secretary  of  State.

INFANTILE  IYIOKTAL  I 1 Y. 


It  is  most  s:itisfactor\'  to  ho  able  to  record  that  the 
infantile  mortality  for  the  vear  1908  has  dropped  down  to 
the  very  low  figure  of  44,  giving  a  death-rate  per  1000  of 
the  births  registered  of  70' 5,  the  lowest  mortality  rate  that 
has  ever  been  recorded  in  the  district  :  against  110'2  last 
\ear,  and  142'2  the  vear  before.  The  average  for  10  years 
being  1 4.4' 7.  The  vear  1908  is  remarkable  for  the  lowest 
general  death-rate-  -the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  ;  the 
lowest  death-rate  from  the  7  zymotic  diseases:  the  lowest 
death-rate  from  phthisis  ;  and  the  lowest  death-rate  from 
tilth  diseases. 

If  facts  and  figures  are  of  any  value  in  judging  of  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  a  District,  the  above  results  go  to 
prove  that  the  Sanitary  administration  of  this  Town  is  in  a 
highly-efficient  condition. 

I  am  looking  forward  too  in  the  future  to  a  still  lower 
reduction  in  the  infantile  mortality,  as  this  Near  the  Council 
have  adopted  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

W  ith  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
carry  out  the  administration  of  this  Act,  a  Trained  Nurse  has 
been  appointed  at  a  salary  of  £80  per  vear,  who  devotes 
half  her  time  to  the  duties  of  this  Act  (namely,  from  9  a.m. 
to  12.30  each  day),  and  the  remainder  of  her  time  is 
devoted  to  assisting  at  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools, 
the  Derbyshire  Education  Committee  paying  half  her  salary 
for  the  time  devoted  to  School  work,  from  2  p.m.  to  4.30 
p.m.  Her  duties  commenced  on  the  1st  of  October,  when 
the  Act  came  into  force.  The  work  done  by  the  Nurse 
for  those  three  months  will  be  recorded  in  a  future  page. 

Large  printed  notices  giving  public  notice  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Act  have  been  posted  all  over  the  District. 
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The  following  notices  have  been  sent  by  me  to  all  the 
Doctors  and  Midwives  practising  in  the  District:—

Provisions  as  to  Notification. 


In  the  case  of  every  child  born  within  the  Urban 
District  of  Long  Eaton  on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  August, 
1908,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  father  of  the  child,  if  he 
is  actually  residing  in  the  house  where  the  birth  takes  place, 
at  the  time  of  its  occurrence,  and  of  any  person  in  attend¬ 
ance  upon  the  mother  within  6  hours  after  the  birth,  to 
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give  notice  in  writing  of  the  birth  to  me.  This  applies  to 
any  child  which  has  issued  forth  from  its  mother  after  the 
expiration  of  the  28th  week  of  pregnancy  whether  alive  or 
dead. 

The  notice  is  to  be  given  by  posting  a  prepaid  letter 
or  post  card  addressed  to  me  giving  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion  of  the  birth,  within  36  hours  after  the  birth. 

The  Local  Authority  supplies,  without  charge,  stamped 
addressed  post  cards  containing  the  form  of  notice  to  anv 
Medical  Practitioner  or  Midwife  residing  or  practising  in 
their  area.  A  person  who  fails  to  give  notice  of  a  birth 
will  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  20/-  but  he  will  not  be  liable  to  a  penaltv  if  he 
satisfies  the  court  that  he  had  reasonable  belief  that  the 
notice  had  been  duly  given  by  some  other  person.

The  high  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  prevalent  in  manv 
Districts  arises  from  causes  which  are  preventible.  If  these 
cases  are  not  actively  dealt  with  disastrous  results  are  sure 
to  follow.  Any  Death-rate  exceeding  80  per  1000  should 
be  regarded  as  undulv  high.  Statistics  show  that  the 
average  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  during  the  period 
1901  to  1905,  was  138  per  1000.  It  is  noted  that  one-third 
of  the  deaths  of  infants  occur  in  the  lirst  month  of  life, 
and  that  three-fourths  of  the  infants  born  in  the  country 
are  healthv  at  birth.  The  proverbial  causes  of  this  waste 
of  life  are  : — 
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1.  — Maternal  physique  conditions. 

2.  — U nsatisfactory  feeding. 

3.  — General  mismanagement  and  exposure  to  cold. 

The  personal  factors  in  the  well  being  of  Infants  are, 
Breast-feeding,  access  to  a  pure  milk  supply  in  cases  in 
which  artificial  feeding  has  to  be  resorted  to,  warmth,  fresh 
air,  cleanliness,  sleep  ;  other  factors  to  be  reckoned  with  are 
Housing  conditions,  poverty,  drink,  conditions  of  work,  and 
anti-natal  Conditions.  There  is  urgent  necessity,  as  all 
experience  shows,  for  the  instruction  of  mothers  and  pro¬ 
spective  mothers  as  to  the  proper  feeding  and  management 
of  their  infants  after  child-birth,  and  especially  during  the 
first  12  months  of  life.

The  nurse  is  provided  with  a  small  weighing  machine, 
towel  and  basket.  Each  child  is  weighed  at  Hirth,  and  a 
printed  card  with  rules  for  the  proper  management  of 
Infants  is  left  at  each  house.  The  nurse  also  acts  in  the 
capacity  of  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  takes  notes  of 
the  cleanliness  of  the  House  and  any  insanitary  conditions 
outside,  and  reports  am  w  hen  found  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
who  serves  notices  and  takes  any  other  necessary  steps. 

W  hen  the  Doctor  and  Midwife  have  done  attending  at 
the  house,  the  nurse  calls  again,  weighs  the  baby,  and  if 
necessary  advices  medical  attention  when  required.  W  here 
babies  are  bottle  fed  she  leaves  printed  cards  for  feeding, 
proper  proportions  of  milk,  and  the  correct  number  of 
times  for  feeding,  advises  about  dummies,  and  the  sleeping 
arrangements  of  the  baby,  especially  about  providing  a 
separate  cot  for  the  babv  to  sleep  in,  and  forbidding  the 
use  of  all  foods  malted  and  otherwise,  except  milk. 

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  principal 
factors  in  causing  the  deaths  were  (a)  unsatisfactory  feeding, 


representing  (mstritis,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  Marasmus, 
cn //sing-  In  deaths;  and  exposure  to  cold,  representing 
(Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia)  12  deaths,  equal  half  of  the 
whole.  1  here  were  9  deaths  caused  l>v  Premature  Births. 
It  is  well  recognised  that  very  questionable  practices  are 
carried  on  in  this  District  with  regard  to  premature  births. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  are 
caused  by  preventible  diseases.  In  the  other  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  9  deaths  occurred  under  1  month,  and  20 
deaths  from  3  to  4  months,  and  15  from  5  to  12  months.

MEASLES. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  there  was 
rather  a  sudden  outbreak  of  Measles  affecting  the  Infants’ 
School,  at  Derby  Road,  and  Church  of  England  School. 
There  were  several  Children  away  from  these  Schools  for 
about  a  fortnight.  The  closing  of  the  Schools  at  this 
time  for  the  summer  holidays  had  the  effect  of  checking 
the  outbreak.  1  have  not  heard  of  any  cases  since  the 
opening  of  the  Schools  after  the  holidays.  \Ve  have  not 
had  a  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  for  several  years,  nor 
has  it  been  found  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  Schools. 

ENTERIC  LEVER. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever  recorded 
during  the  year.  No  unsanitary  defects  were  found.  It 
was  a  girl  about  12  years  of  age,  who  had  been  in  the 


habit  of  regularly  eating  uncooked  mussels.  Outbreak  in 
this  house  had  been  attributed  to  this  cause.  The  District 
has  been  singularly  free  from  Enteric  Fever  for  several 
years.  I  his  I  attribute  to  a  wholesome  water  supplv, 
improved  drainage  conditions,  and  the  gradual  but  steady 
getting  rid  of  middens  and  tub  closets,  and  the  adoption 
of  the  water-carriage  system. 
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VARICELLA. 

There  were  34  cases  of  Varicella  reported  during  the 
year,  against  61  last  year.  After  the  last  outbreak  of 
Small-pox,  in  1S97,  I  recommended  the  Sanitary  Committee 
to  pass  a  resolution,  making  Varicella  a  notifiable  disease. 
It  has  been  in  force  since  then,  and  as  we  have  had  no 
more  cases  of  Small-pox,  I  consider  the  necessity  for  its 
continuance  any  longer  has  ceased  to  exist.  At  the  last 
Sanitarv  Committee  a  resolution  was  passed  that  the 
compulsory  notification  of  Varicella  should  cease  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1908.  Accordingly  notice  was  sent  to  all 
the  Medical  practitioners  that  they  were  not  to  notify  any 
more  cases  after  the  end  of  the  year. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER, 

There  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified 
during  the  year.  'Taking  into  account  that  there  were  575 
births  registered,  and  that  a  large  proportion  of  these 
were  attended  by  midwives,  it  speaks  well  for  the  supervision 
of  their  work  under  the  Midwive’s  Act  of  1902,  and 
especially  as  none  of  the  midwives  are  trained  nurses.  It 
also  gives  a  fair  idea  of  the  cleanliness  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  homes  where  those  infants  are  born. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  20  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during 


the  vear.  against  21  last  year.  I  lie  number  of  eases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  equal  to  half  the  cases 
notified.  Tliev  are  the  two  Infectious  Diseases  that  occur 
in  this  District  vear  after  year,  in  spite  of  all  sanitary 
improvements,  hive  of  these  cases  were  isolated  at  Dray- 
cott  Hospital.  The  idea  that  dirt  and  insanitary  conditions 
are  the  sole  origin  of  Zvmotic  diseases  is  now  proved  to 
be  not  correct.  There  are  many  people  who  think 
that  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  are  primarily  due  to 
insanitary  conditions.  Hut  all  public  health  officials  know 
that,  except  apart  from  a  contaminated  water  supply  in 
outbreaks  of  Tvphoid  and  Cholera,  insanitary  conditions 
plav  a  verv  small  part  in  the  spread  of  most  Zymotic 
diseases.  It  is  often  asked,  and  with  some  reason  for 
reproach,  whv  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  preventible 
diseases,  remain  so  prevalent. 

There  are  many  reasons,  (i)  Increased  facilities  for 
travelling  and  the  greater  advantage  taken  of  these  facilities 
by  the  poorer  classes.  (2)  Compulsory  Education,  and 
the  practice  of  encouraging  the  attendance  at  Inlant  Schools 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  4.  (3)  The  want 

of  a  protective  vaccine  against  these  diseases  the  same  as 
there  is  for  Small-pox.  Prompt  notification  is  essential 
to  bring  into  play  effectively  the  powers  of  isolation  and 
disinfection.  It  is  our  experience  that  at  times,  cases  fail 
to  be  notified  for  various  reasons.  A  child  mav  not  seem 

J 

ill  though  there  is  a  rash.  Scarlet  Fever  is  not  suspected, 
and  a  Doctor  is  not  called  in.  With  regard  to  sending 
cases  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  I  have  referred  to  this  subject 
in  past  reports.  For  a  Fever  Hospital  to  prove  effective 
as  a  factor  in  Public  Health  Administration,  it  should  be 
in  the  closest  possible  touch  with  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  so  that  speedy  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the 
removal  to  hospital  of  the  first  cases  notified.  If  these 
conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  object  of  a  Fever 
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Hospital  is  to  a  large  extent  defeated. 

The  object  of  a  Fever  Hospital  is  to  limit  the  spread 
of  an  infectious  disease  generally  by  limiting  its  spread 
in  an  individual  family.  Its  object  is  to  prevent  members 
ol  the  same  family  from  acquiring  the  disease.  Where 
several  members  of  a  family  are  affected,  1  am  of  opinion 
that  the  proper  policy  is  to  treat  the  patients  at  home. 
If  sufficient  care  is  taken  there  is  very  little  risk  in  neisrh- 
bou ring  homes  being  affected.  For  these  reasons  1  therefore 
think  that  the  removal  of  all  cases  should  be  under  the 
immediate  control  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  officials,  to 
select  proper  cases  tor  early  removal,  and  not  leave  it  to 
the  discretion  of  others  in  attendance.  To  have  2  or  3 
infected  persons  from  one  house  occupying  separate  beds 
in  an  Isolation  Hospital  is  not  fair  to  the  rest  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who  are  entitled  to  equal  protection. 

A  very  important  point  in  the  administration  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital  is  the  strict  limitation  of  the  numbers 
admitted.  Missed  cases  and  school  attendance  has  a  i>reat 
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deal  to  do  with  the  spreading  of  these  diseases.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  systematic  Inspection  of  Schools  now 
provided  will  result  in  the  earlv  detection  of  these  diseases 
and  reduce  the  increase  ot  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
through  school  influences. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  19  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  10  of  which 
were  removed  to  the  Draycott  Hospital  after  treatment  at 
home  with  antitoxin  at  the  public  expense.  I  fail  to  see 
the  good  effect  of  an  Isolation  in  these  cases.  Before  they 
are  removed  the  patients  are  practically  out  of  danger 
after  the  serum  treatment,  they  then  go  to  Hospital  for 
treatment  afterwards  and  not  for  Isolation  as  very  often 
we  find  that  after  their  removal  other  cases  occur  in  the 


same  house,  and  this  state  oi  afiairs  is  likelv  to  continue 
until  the  Sanitary  Authority  has  control  of  the  removal. 

Thev  were  mostly  mild  cases  except  lour  which  died. 
The  cases  that  are  Isolated  at  home  are  immediatelv 
visited.  Disinfectants  are  sent  and  all  precautions  taken 
for  proper  Isolation.  Printed  instructions  are  given  and 
the  cases  are  revisited  till  tree  Irom  infection.  The  rooms 
are  then  Disinfected,  walls  stripped,  and  floors  washed 
with  Disinfectants.  I  he  Disinfection  of  these  houses  are 
done  bv  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Where  Sanitary  defects 
are  found  notices  are  served,  enquiries  as  to  milk  supply 
and  School  Infection  are  also  made. 

As  we  have  not  a  Steam  Disinfector  articles  cannot 
be  disinfected  bv  Steam.  There  were  no  return  cases 
from  the  Hospital  either  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 


Suggestions  for  prevention  of  Keturn  Cases. 
Instructions  to  Parents. 

1.  That  the  child  should  be  tree  from  infection  before 
leaving  Hospital. 

2.  When  possible  the  child  should  be  sent  to  a  house 
where  there  are  no  children,  and  not  be  allowed 
to  mix  with  other  children  for  some  time  after 
leaving  Hospital. 

3.  It  should  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  with  other  chil¬ 
dren. 

4.  Nightly  bath  using  carbolic  soap. 

5.  All  discharges  from  nose,  ear  and  throat  are  very 
dangerous  and  medical  advice  should  be  obtained 


at  once.

Your  Sanitarv  Committee  has  frequently  raised  the 

question  with  regard  to  the  smoke  nuisance  and  much 
attention  has  been  paid  to  it,  but  one  is  placed  in  a 
situation  of  peculiar  gravity  when  it  is  found  that  upon 
going  through  the  records  of  the  year,  that  the  generating 
station,  erected,  maintained,  and  worked  directlv  by  your 
own  authority  is  amongst  the  worst  offenders,  and  stokers 
generallv  look  upon  it  as  a  standard  bv  which  they  can 
regulate  their  own  emissions. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  vear  to  institute 
proceedings,  in  connection  with  a  smoke  nuisance.  K very- 
possible  effort  was  made  to  get  the  nuisance  abated  with- 
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out  resorting  to  this  method  of  compulsion,  but  the  same 
was  treated  with  indifference  bv  ilie  Head  Manager,  until 
he  became  aware  that  proceedings  were  likelv  to  ensue’ 
and  then  he  resorted  to  unfair  methods. 

1  think  it  is  only  fair  to  mention  at  this  point  that  we 
were  treated  most  courteously',  and  shewn  every  consider¬ 
ation  bv  other  members  of  the  Firm. 

1  he  summons  was  annulled  on  a  Technical  point 
“  without  costs,”  and  before  a  fresh  summons  could  be 
served  (and  within  four  days  of  the  case  being  heard)  the 
nuisance  was  abated. 

1  his  resulted  in  the  entire  absence  of  smoke  from  the 
chimney,  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  heat  and  steam 
generated  by  the  furnace,  with  less  consumtion  of  fuel. 

The  improvements  must  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
Firm,  although,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  engaging  of 
a  Barrister  and  experts  was  a  great  expense  incurred 
that  might  easilv  have  been  avoided. 

The  work  required  to  abate  the  nuisance  consisted  of 
a  most  simple  alteration  being  made,  which  allowed  more 
air  to  be  admitted  to  the  furnace,  and  this  was  effected 
by  the  works  manager. 

In  dealing  with  matters  of  this  kind  your  Sanitary 
Committee  have  adopted  the  method  of  having  the  bare 
facts  laid  before  them,  without  any  names  being  men¬ 
tioned,  their  decision  therefore  as  regards  the  justice  of 
instituting  Magisterial  proceedings,  cannot  be  on  the  grounds 
of  personal  prejudice  or  personal  favour,  and  the  system 
adopted  appears  to  be  one  which  could  not  easily  be 
bettered. 
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NEW  ISAKEItY,  L  ONG  EM  ON. 

During-  tlie  \  ear  the  Lo-operative  Society  liave  opened 
a  new  Bakehouse,  erected  of  red  brick  w  ith  artificial  stone- 
dressings,  where  the  most  scientific  arrangements  and  the 
latest  Hvgienic  and  Sanitary  principles,  have  been  co¬ 
ordinated  in  order  to  obtain  the  highest  possible  results 
in  Bread-making. 

I  he  Bakerv  is  built  on  land  containing  4,600  yards,  and 
has  cost  upwards  of  /j  18,000.  it  is  comprised  of  a  central 
block  of  three  stories  high,  about  150  feet  long  and  -lo  feet 
wide,  and  a  one-story  building  at  the  rear  abutting  on  to 
the  canal,  in  which  are  the  ovens  and  gas  producers. 

There  is  also  a  one-story  building  in  the  front,  in 
which  is  comprised  the  bread-cooling  room,  the  loading 
platform,  and  the  van  yard. 

The  men’s  quarters  also  consist  of  mess-room,  dressing- 
room,  bath-rooms  and  lavatories. 

In  the  van  yard  there  is  a  raised  loading  platform 
which  runs  the  full  length  of  the  yard,  and  on  the  platform 
is  the  bread  room  and  bread  racks  to  which  access  is  given 
bv  lifting  doors. 

The  bread  room,  baking  room,  and  staircases  are  lined 
with  glazed  bricks. 

I  he  ovens  are  of  the  drawplate  tvpe,  heated  with  gas 
made  from  ordiuarv  coke,  in  special  producers,  at  the  back 
of  the  ovens. 

I  here  i>  also  machinery  for  flour  blending,  raising, 
sifting  and  weighing  on  the  top  floor,  from  whence  it  is 
prepared  for  dougli  making,  and  is  delivered  to  the  dough 
mixing  machine  on  the  floor  below,  and  from  there  to  the 
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machine  on  the  ground  lloor,  which  cuts-ofl,  weighs  and 
shapes  the  dough  for  tiie  ovens. 

I  his  machine  is  capable  of  delivering  2,800  loaves 
per  hour. 

I  he  Co-operative  Society  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
building  such  a  place. 

I  here  is  no  doubt  that  with  such  a  building  and  plant 
of  machinery  they  have  come  as  near  to  perfection  in  the 
making  of  bread  as  modern  science  will  allow.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  District  -  tripe¬ 
dressing,  and  the  preparation  of  sausage  skins. 

This  place  has  been  regularly  visited  and  found  in 
a  satisfactory  condition. 

No  application  for  the  starting  of  an  “offensive”  trade 
has  been  received  during  the  vear. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the 
district  ;  during  the  year  200  visits  have  been  paid,  both 
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during  the  tlav  and  when  the  slaughtering'  takes  place  in 
the  evening. 

In  one  instance  a  change  of  occupancy  has  taken  place. 

1 6  contraventions  have  l>een  observed.  I  liese  have 
related  to  non-removal  of  offal  i  t.  lime-washing  2,  cleansing 
■» 
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Notifications  were  received  from  3  slaughter-houses 
concerning  die  carcases  of  3  beast,  2  of  which  were  found 
to  be  diseased. 

The  amount  of  meat  surrendered  and  destroyed  in 
these  cases  was  about  60  lbs. 

One  pig  weighing  about  200  lbs.  was  found  to  be 
extensively  affected  with  Tuberculosis  upon  being  dressed 
in  one  slaughter-house. 

The  two  men  who  dressed  the  animal  were  ignorant 
of  the  disease  and  did  not  notice  anything  abnormal,  but 
after  an  interview  with  the  owner  the  entire  carcase  and 
organs  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

The  lungs  and  livers  of  several  beast  and  sheep  were 
found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound  at  the  slaughter-houses, 
and  these  were  also  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

It  is  verv  satisfactory  to  find  that  butchers  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  notifv  carcases  that  they  find  to  be  diseased  or 
unsound,  and  it  is  a  pitv  it  is  not  compulsorv  ;  although 
there  was  a  clause  in  the  bve-laws  made  hv  the  Long  baton 
Local  Board  in  1876  that  is  not  contained  in  the  present 
bye-laws,  which  stated  that  everv  occupier  of  a  slaughter¬ 
house  shall  forthwith,  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  become 
acquainted  with  the  fact,  that  any  animal  brought  to  such 
slaughter-house  is  diseased  or  unsound,  give  information 
to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  under  a  penalty  of  yC  5- 
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One  application  was  received  bv  your  Council  to  licence 
the  building  of  a  slaughter-house,  and  the  same  was 
declined. 

I  here  is  no  doubt  that  the  slaughtering  accommodation 
in  the  town,  with  its  20,150  inhabitants,  is  very  inadequate, 
and  that  the  provision  of  a  Public  Abattoir  and  the  closing 
ol  private  slaughter-houses  is  very  essential. 

At  5  of  the  slaughter-houses,  the  occupiers  use  them 
for  their  own  private  trade,  and  the  remaining  5  are  used 
by  6  butchers. 

* 

A  great  quantity  of  meat  is  brought  into  the  town 
that  is  dressed  in  districts  where  there  is  no  supervision, 
in  one  instance  where  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  had  seized  some  diseased  meat  that  had 
been  brought  into  the  town  :  no  less  than  3  diseased  and 
unsound  beast  were  traced  to  one  slaughter-house  in  a 
district  some  few  miles  awav,  where  there  is  neither  super¬ 
vision  nor  bye-laws. 

If  your  Council  favours  the  provision  of  a  Public 
Abattoir  there  is  no  doubt  that  one  built  on  a  little  larger 
scale  to  the  one  belonging  to  and  used  bv  the  Co-operative 
Society  would  meet  the  needs  for  some  time  to  come,  and  as 
there  are  no  Registered  Slaughter-houses  in  the  town,  your 
Council  is  fortunate  in  that  you  would  have  no  compensa¬ 
tion  to  pay. 


UNSOUND  FOOD.

The  tongue,  udder,  and  portion  of  the  lungs  of  a  beast 
were  found  to  be  l'uberculour,  and  the  lmteher  not  being 
aware  of  the  same,  thev  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

In  two  instances  small  quantities  of  tripe  and  fish  were 
brought  to  me  after  thev  had  been  bought  and  found  to  be 
unsound. 

I  seized  the  same  in  accordance  with  section  2N  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  and  Amendment  Act.  INdO,  which 
relates  to  all  articles  intended  for  the  food  of  man,  sold  or 
exposed  tor  sale,  or  deposited  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of 
preparation  for  sale-:  and  the  same  were  destroyed  bv  order 
of  a  Justice, 

The  cases  were  considered  bv  vour  Committee,  and 
the  defaulters  cautioned.

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COWSHEDS. 

There  are  <S  persons  registered  as  Cowkeepers  in  the 
district,  during  the  year  one  has  been  removed  from  the 
Register. 

In  two  instances  a  change  of  o  cupancy  has  occurred 
and  the  sheds  have  been  improved,  and  one  application 
for  the  occupation  of  a  new  shed  has  been  granted. 

In  this  instance  there  is  an  average  space  per  cow 
of  over  600  cubic  feet.  Except  during  inclement  weather 
all  the  cows  are  turned  out  daily  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  38  visits  have  been  paid,  and  8  con¬ 
ventions  of  the  regulations  have  been  dealt  with  Neglect 
of  limewashing  4,  accumulations  of  manure  near  sheds  3, 
defective  and  foul  condition  of  drainage  2. 

I  ll e  following  improvements  have  also  been  effected, 
at  three  sheds  the  floors,  drainage,  and  pavements  have 
been  relaid,  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  improved. 

In  another  instance  an  aviary  has  been  removed  from 
the  inside  of  the  shed. 


The  contraventions  were  remedied  by  verbal  requests, 
and  three  letters  were  sent  with  regard  to  other  improve¬ 
ment. 


The  Cowsheds  are  thoroughly  limewashed  at  least 
twice  in  each  vear.

LONG  EATON  WAKES. 

The  caravans  that  occupied  the  Recreation  (mound 
at  the  W  akes  were  inspected,  and  enquiries  made  concern¬ 
ing  the  number  of  occupants,  the  state  of  their  health,  the 
conditions  of  the  vans,  and  the  previous  town  visited. 

All  the  vans  were  found  to  he  clean,  and  no  illness 
was  reported.  The  number  of  people  living  on  the  ground 
was  found  to  he  slightly  in  excess  of  the  numbers  for  last 
yea  r. 

The  Sanitary  accommodation  is  ample  and  the  con¬ 
veniences  were  cleansed  daily. 

WELLS. 

1  here  are  64  wells  in  the  Town  part  of  the  District, 
and  14  in  the  outside  District. 

It  is  intended  to  take  samples  of  all  well  water  during 
1909  where  the  Town  Water  mav  conveniently  be  laid  on. 


PRIVIES  AM)  MIDDENS. 


There  are  38  Privies  and  Middens  in  the  District,  13 
are  in  the  Town  part  and  25  in  the  outlying  District  where 
there  are  no  sewers  or  Public  W  ater  Supply. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  1908  the  supply  has  been  ample  for 
all  purposes,  and  no  restriction  whatever  has  been  placed 
on  the  supply. 

The  water  has  further  maintained  its  high  standard  of 
purity  and  in  December  last  samples  were  submitted  to 
Professor  Percy  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  Birmingham,  for  analysis 
and  report,  and  he  reports  that  “  the  water  is  of  an  ex¬ 
tremely  high  degree  of  purity,”  after  both  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

W  ith  a  view  to  supplementing  the  present  supply  of 
water  for  the  District  mv  Council  have  been  in  negotiation 
with  the  Derwent  Valley  W  ater  Board  during  the  whole  of 
the  last  Near,  and  after  dealing  with  the  many  difficulties 
involved  in  providing  such  a  supply,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  a  satisfactory  and  advantageous  solution  of  this  difficulty 
has  been  obtained. 


COMMON  LODGING  ROUSES. 

The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  have  been  visited 
on  64  occasions  during  the  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  pay  several  midnight  visits, 
owing  to  the  keeper  sending  in  incorrect  weekly  reports,  as 
to  the  Lodgers  resorting  thereto,  and  your  Committee  found 
it  necessary  to  interview  the  keeper  and  caution  him,  after 
which  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Lodgers  receiving 
accommodation  was  recorded. 
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During  the  vear  the  following  improvements  have  been 
made  at  the  Fpper  Brook  Street  Lodging  House. 

Yard  drainage  relaid,  van!  repaved  with  blue  brieks. 

Two  lloors  have  been  relaid  and  one  repaired,  Urinal 
rebuilt,  2  Sanitary  Dust  Bins  provided  m  place  of  old  boxes. 
Sink  fixed  for  washing  purposes,  and  pavement  repaired  at 
front. 

The  Lodging  House  accommodation  have  been  quite 
insufficient  during  the  last  two  or  three  months,  owing  to 
the  laving  of  the  New  Pipe  Mains  in  the  District  for  the 
Derwent  Valiev  Water  Board  :  and  other  pipe  tracks. 

For  the  two  weeks  ending  November  the  14th  and  21st 
no  less  than  209  persons  were  allowed  to  sit  up,  thev  being 
unable  to  find  accommodation  elsewhere. 

The  ordinarv  Navvy  is  most  frequentlv  judged  as  being 
of  the  Tramp  class  and  a  great  injustice  is  put  upon  him, 
as  a  rule  he  is  a  well  built,  powerful  man  and  quite  inoffen¬ 
sive,  and  1  think  the  time  has  come,  that  when  the  sanction 
for  large  works  is  obtained,  a  clause  should  be  inserted,  that 
all  contractors  taking  such  work,  shall  find  their  workmen 
Temporary  Lodgings  as  the  work  proceeds  from  place  to 
place. 

In  some  instances  that  came  under  mv  notice,  men 
working  on  the  Derwent  Valley  Pipe  Track  had  4  or  5 
miles  to  walk  to  a  C  ommon  Lodging  House,  had  two  or 
three  hours  to  wait  before  thev  could  obtain  their  turn  to 
cook  their  food,  and  afterwards  had  to  sit  up  all  night  in¬ 
stead  of  going  to  bed. 

'I  hese  men  were  roused  at  4.30  a.m.  in  order  to  get  to 
their  work  at  8  a.m.,  and  after  using  the  pick  until  4  p.m. 
have  the  4  or  5  miles  to  walk  to  the  Lodging  House 
to  sit  up,  and  this  was  done  to  earn  about  3s.  per  day. 


I  heard  of  one  navvy  doing  this  for  10  days  and  on  the 
Saturday  lie  went  to  one  of  the  Nottingham  Lodging  Houses 
in  order  to  have  a  good  afternoon  and  night’s  rest  in  bed, 
lie  returned  on  the  Sunday  evening  to  sit  up  in  order  to  be 
at  his  work  at  the  proper  time  on  Monday  morning. 

This  is  not  an  isolated  case  were  workmen  have  been 
unable  to  find  Lodging  Accommodation,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  something  will  be  done  for  this  class  of  workman,  in 
order  that  lie  may  have  decent  rest  and  shelter  after  his 
laborious  work. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS,  1890. 

Under  part  11  of  this  Act  the  Local  Authority  is  em¬ 
powered  to  deal  with  houses  concerning  which  a  certificate 
is  presented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the 
houses  are  “  in  such  a  state,  so  injurious  to  health  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation." 

During  the  wear  9  houses,  Nos.  1-9  Vickers  Row,  were 
reported  to  vour  committee  as  being  in  such  a  condition, 
and  after  inspecting  the  same,  your  committee  decided  to 
negotiate  with  the  owners  with  regard  to  purchasing  and 
demolishing  the  same,  in  order  to  open  up  another  road  and 
to  improve  several  narrow  streets  that  abut  thereon. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record,  that  the  owners  have  met  your 
Committee  in  a  very  fair  manner  and  have  decided  to  sell 
at  a  fair  market  value,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  nine  houses  reported,  with  the  eight  adjoining 
houses  will  be  demolished  and  the  most  insanitary  area  of 
your  Tow  n  cleared  away. 

Besides  removing  this  old  insanitary  property  a  new 
road  w  ill  be  opened  out  to  the  Saw  ley  Road  District,  in  the 
place  of  the  undesirable  footroad,  “  I  he  1  witchell,  and  the 
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narrow  and  congested  streets  of  (old)  Street  and  Orchard 
Street  will  he  much  relieved. 

Your  Council  also  intend  to  extend  the  proposed  Road 
through  West  Cate  to  the  Bourne  (  ha  pci  and  (lave  Street 
where  a  street  improvement  has  already  been  commenced. 


PANTKY  ACCOMMODATION. 

Some  improvement  is  urgently  needed  in  the  method, 
of  constructing  pantries  under  the  stairs  in  new  houses 
without  light  and  proper  ventilation. 

The  method  usually  adopted  of  ventilating  these  places 
is  bv  a  small  air  brick  near  the  floor,  from  which  drain¬ 
pipes  are  carried  under  an  adjoining  room  to  another  small 
air  brick  fixed  in  the  outer  wall  of  the  dwelling  ;  when  a 
draught  is  created,  “  w  hich  depends  a  great  deal  upon  the 
direction  of  the  w  ind,”  the  tendency  is  to  blow  the  dust  on 
to  the  food  and  milk  stored  there,  instead  of  purifving  the 
air. 


These  places  being  dark  they  are  not  kept  so  clean  as 
if  lighted  by  a  proper  window  fixed  in  an  outer  wall.  Upon 
inspection  thev  are  often  found  dirty,  and  sometimes  full  of 
filth,  and  the  odour  frequently  found  in  these  places 
impresses  one  that  they  are  anything  but  suitable  places 
for  storing  food,  and  food  stored  in  these  places  is  bound 
to  become,  in  a  short  time,  tainted  and  unwholesome. 

It  is  also  reasonable  to  suppose  that,  as  the  standard 
of  Sanitation  increases  in  the  District,  vour  Sanitary  Depart¬ 
ment  may  be  called  upon  in  the  near  future,  to  ask  owners 
of  such  property  to  provide  proper  pantry  accommodation 
with  sufficient  light  and  ventilation  to  the  outer  air.

SANITARY  \<  (  OUMODAI  ION  Al  PURI  IC-HOISES. 

At  the  request  of  your  Sanitary  Committee,  an  inspec¬ 
tion  was  made  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  suitable  and 
separate  Sanitary  conveniences  for  the  sexes  at  the  various 
Public-houses  in  the  district. 

There  are  18  Public-houses  in  the  district,  approximately 
one  Public-house  to  everv  1,120  of  the  population. 

Upon  inspection  it  was  found  that  at  nine  of  the  houses 
there  were  various  Sanitary  defects,  and  at  live  houses  no 
separate  w.c.  accommodation  was  provided  for  the  sexes. 

Letters  were  sent  to  the  various  owners  with  regard  to 
the  defects  found,  and  the  same  were  promptly  remedied, 
the  owners  shewing  everv  willingness  to  complv  with  what 
vour  Inspector  thought  necessary.

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SEWAGE  msi’OSU  WOltKS. 

Main'  improvements  have  taken  place  at  these  works  in 
order  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  effluent,  and  reduce  the  offen¬ 
sive  emanations  dealing  with  the  sewage. 

In  this  matter  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Surveyor  to  abolish  the  old  chain  pump  method  of  lifting 
the  sludge  from  the  precipitation  tanks  by  compressed  air, 
and  the  sludge  now  gravitates  to  the  rams,  and  is  lifted 
direct  by  these  into  the  presses  and  dried  into  cakes  for 
easv  removal  from  the  farm,  and  for  which  a  ready  sale  is 
found  in  the  adjoining  district. 

'fhe  detritus  chamber  has  been  partly  covered  to  prevent 
nuisance  arising  by  the  sewage  falling  over  the  weir,  and  also 
the  channels  discharging  into  the  precipitation  tanks. 

These  tanks  have  been  remodelled  and  increased  in 
capacitv,  and  so  adapted  at  the  overflow  weir,  by  the 
addition  of  another  weir  at  a  lower  level  to  maintain  a 
sufficient  head,  to  operate  the  revolving  sprinklers  to  the 
proposed  circular  percolating  filter  heels,  which  are  in  course 
of  construction. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  four  of  these  circular  beds 
each  100  feet  in  diameter  and  about  six  feet  in  depth,  and 
with  the  existing  retangular  beds,  it  is  fully  expected  that 
the  whole  of  the  sewage  effluent  will  be  satisfactorily  dealt 
with. 


One  of  these  beds  is  practically  completed,  the  revolv¬ 
ing  sprinklers  being  fixed  and  ready  for  work,  whilst  a  second 
bed  is  about  half  completed,  and  which  is  hoped  will  also 
he  in  operation  in  about  six  weeks’  time. 

These  proposals  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  it  is  reasonable  to 


suppose  that  the  results  will  meet  all  requirements  for 
considerable  time.

RIVE  H  tRi  WASH. 

Complaints  were  received  as  to  the  emanations  given 
oil  at  various  periods  by  the  offensive  condition  of  the 
River  E  rewash. 

1'he  same  were  investigated  and  reports  sent  to  the 
County  Authorities  of  Nottingham  and  Derby  of  which  the 
said  River  forms  the  Boundary. 

The  result  of  which,  the  Nottingham  County  Council 
wrote  on  the  matter  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 


The  Brook  receiving  the  effluent  of  the  Breaston 
Sewage  was  also  reported  upon  and  it  was  found  that  the 
effluent  from  the  sewage  filter  at  Breaston  was  almost  as 
foul  as  the  raw  sewage. 

At  an  interview'  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the 
Council  it  was  stated  that  the  Breaston  Council  have  a 
New  Sewerage  Scheme  complete  and  were  waiting  for  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  before  commenc¬ 
ing  the  work.

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ORGANISATION  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

I  lie  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act  came 
into  operation  on  January  ist,  190S.  Section  13  is  as 
follows.  I'he  powers  and  duties  of  a  Local  {Education 
Authority,  under  Part  III.  of  the  Education  Act  1902, 
shall  include  the  duty  to  provide  for  the  medical  inspection 
of  children  immediately  before,  or  at  the  time  of,  or  as  soon 
as  possible  after  their  admission  to  a  Public  Elementary 
School,  and  on  such  other  occasions  as  the  Board  of 
Eduction  direct,  and  the  power  to  make  such  arrangements 
as  may  be  sanctioned  bv  the  Board  of  Education  for  at¬ 
tending  to  the  Health  of  the  children  educated  in  Public 
Elementary'  Schools,  this  section  was  explained  by  the 
issue  of  a  memorandum. 

The  whole  of  the  work  is  organized  under  the  Super¬ 
vision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Local  Sanitary  Authority. 


THE  MEDICAL  EXAMINATION. 

'The  Examination  consists  of  recording  the  facts  regard¬ 
ing  the  previous  history  of  the  child  and  its  present  condi¬ 
tion.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  special  senses, 
sight,  hearing  and  teeth.  The  Inspection  is  conducted  at 
the  Schools,  and  in  the  School  hours,  from  2  p.m.  tog.  15 
p.m. 

Routine  work,  four  inspections  are  to  be  made  of  each 
child,  1  st,  on  admission,  at  7,  10  and  13  years  of  age. 

'I'he  work  for  1908  is  the  inspection  of  children  on 
entry  and  also  those  leaving  the  School  that  year  over  the 
age  of  13.  Notice  is  sent  to  Head  Teacher  of  intended 
visit  of  Medical  Officer  a  week  before  hand.  Head  Teach¬ 
ers  then  send  out  notices  to  parents  of  the  date  of  Inspec- 


tion,  inviting  them  to  be  present,  and  il  they  do  not 
attend  a  printed  notice  is  sent  to  lie  filled  in  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  illnesses  of  the  child,  notice  is  also  sent  to  the  school 
nurse  who  is  present  to  assist  at  the  Inspection.  A  school 
nurse  has  been  appointed  by  the  I  district  Council  to  devote 
hall  her  time  to  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  1907,  which 
has  been  adopted,  and  the  other  half  she  devotes  to  School 
inspection.  From  9  a.m.  to  1 2.30  she  devotes  to  Notifica¬ 
tion  of  Births  Act,  and  from  2  p.m.,  to  4.30  she  assists 
at  the  School  Medical  inspection  at  a  salary  of  ^,80  per 
annum,  half  of  which  is  paid  by  the  District  Council  and 
the  other  half  bv  the  Local  education  Committee.  Nurse’s 
duties  :  she  unfastens  the  clothes  of  each  child,  takes  off 
their  boots,  weighs  and  measures  their  height,  notices  Vac¬ 
cination  marks.  The  Head  Teacher  records  these  facts  on 
the  card  sitting  at  the  table.  The  schedule  suggested  by 
the  Board  of  education  is  followed  with  each  examination. 
The  Head  'Teacher  is  always  present  at  all  examinations 
to  give  all  information  of  each  child  examined  with  regard 
to  it  mental  condition,  attendance  at  school,  cleanliness,  and 
any  other  subject  that  may  arise.  The  examinations  are 
so  arranged  that  there  is  no  disturbance  of  the  school  work 
in  anv  way.  The  routine  school  goes  on  as  usual,  one 
room  being  reserved  for  inspections.

Defectice  Vision— No  Cases  14,  5  of  these  have  been 
to  hospital  and  are  wearing"  glasses.  There  are  8  who 
promised  to  get  glasses.  There  was  one  case  of  Internal 
Squint,  has  been  to  Hospital  and  had  an  operation  per¬ 
formed  for  it. 

One  case  of  Defective  Vision  due  to  atrophy  ot  Optic 
Nerve  went  to  Hospital,  no  treatment  was  considered  of 
anv  use  ;  one  case  too  poor  to  get  glasses.  So  that 
out  of  the  14  cases  7  were  remedied,  6  promised,  1  case 
incurable. 

All  these  cases  were  visited  and  revisited  by  the  Nurse 
they  have  all  consulted  their  own  Doctors. 

ENLARGED  TONSiES. 

There  were  28  cases  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Three  of  the  worst  of  these  cases  have  been  operated  on, 
and  the  others  have  all  consulted  their  own  Doctors, 
Local  Treatment  has  been  given  in  suitable  cases.  There 
were  no  refusals  to  adopt  some  form  of  Treatment.  There 
were  6  of  these  with  enlarged  Tonsils  who  have  left 
school  and  are  out  of  our  control. 
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VERMINOUS  HEADS. 

There  were  10  cases  of  verminous  heads  all  these 
were  visited  and  revisited  at  their  homes  bv  the  Nurse 
who  left  a  printed  card  and  gave  instructions  to  mothers 
how  to  clean  them,  and  helped  when  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  I  reatment.  All  these  cases  are  now  better,  and 
have  returned  to  school  again. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  are  now  practically  free 
from  Verminous  Meads.  The  inspection  has  produced 
most  wonderful  moral  effect  on  the  parents  and  children 
with  regard  to  cleanliness.  The  Teachers  assure  me  that 
there  is  the  greatest  improvement  in  the  children,  both  in 
cleanliness  and  regularity  of  attendance.  I  think  I  am 
correct  in  stating  that  the  children  attending  our  Schools 
have  shown  the  best  results  in  this  respect  in  the  whole 
County  of  Derby. 

These  homes  are  also  inspected  by  the  Nurse  who 
acts  as  an  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector.  Where  she  finds 
dirty  homes  they  are  reported,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
visits  them.  Notices  are  sent  where  he  finds  the  Sanitary 
conditions  require  them.  There  are  very  few  dirty  homes 
in  Long  Eaton,  and  to  this  I  attribute  the  very  cleanly 
condition  of  the  children.  The  houses  of  the  working 
classes  are  of  a  superior  class  to  those  found  in  other 
towns. 


MENTAL  DEFECTS. 

There  were  13  cases  mentally  defective,  dull  and 
backward.  There  were  3  ot  those  so  defective  that  it  is 
doubtful  whether  any  system  of  treatment  would  be  of  any 
use,  10  were  dull  and  backward  from  illness,  irregularity 
at  school  and  neglect.  Most  of  the  children  over  13 
examined  had  passed  the  Vlth  and  Vllth  .Standards 


which  explains  itself.  c  hildren  under  5  is  not  possible 
to  form  any  opinion  ot  their  mental  condition. 


1'herc  were  three  cases  of  epileptics  but  none  so  bad 
as  to  be  kept  away  from  school. 


DEFECT!  IVE  HEAMNO. 


There  were  5  cases,  2  due  to  wax  in  the  ear,  and 
three  to  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  all  these  cases 
have  received  Medical  Treatment,  and  visited  at  their 
homes  by  the  nurse.  There  were  no  cases  of  discharging 
ears  found  amongst  those  inspected. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  from 
whom  I  have  received  many  useful  hints,  I  examined  in 
Company  with  the  nurse  the  heads  of  all  the  children  in 
all  the  schools,  a  special  examination  for  verminous  heads 
in  girls  and  ringworms  in  bovs.  Over  and  above  those 
medically  inspected  according  to  the  scheme  of  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  any  defects 
that  may  be  found  and  to  prevent  their  spreading  in  the 
school.

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  178  notices  have  been  sent  to  the  Head 
Teachers  requesting  that  certain  children  affected  with 
Infectious  Disease,  or  in  contact  with  t lie  same  should  he 
prevented  from  attending  School,  and  also  notices  imtimating 
that  the  same  mav  safely  return  to  School. 


Owing  to  the  Drainage  at  the  Derby  Road  Schools 
becoming  foul  and  obstructive  at  frequent  intervals,  notice 
was  sent  to  the  Education  Authority  to  provide  a  sufficient 
drain. 

A  larger  main  drain  has  been  laid  and  no  further 
stoppages  have  occurred. 

The  urinal  in  the  Infants’  Department  has  also  been 
improved. 


SAWLEY  ROAD  SCHOOL. 

The  urinals  have  been  partially  reconstructed,  and  three 
properly  trapped  stoneware  gullies  have  been  fixed  in  the 
place  of  defective  and  untrapped  gullies.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  second  Annual  Report 
as  Sanitary  Inspector  to  your  Council. 

Two  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  : - 
The  providing  of  an  office  for  your  Inspector,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  boy — Philip  L.  Ashton  to  assist  in  the 
general  office  work. 

During  the  year  3,342  visits  and  inspections  were  made, 
including  32  visits  to  Bakehouses,  127  to  Workshops,  3S  to 
Cowsheds,  45  to  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  64  to  Common 
Lodging  Houses,  66  to  Factories,  2C0  to  Slaughter-houses, 
and  164  to  houses  where  Infectious  Disease  has  occurred. 

43  houses  have  been  disinfected. 

232  verbal  requests  were  given  to  abate  nuisances,  74 
letters,  120  preliminary  notices,  and  25  Statutory  Notices 
were  sent. 

In  three  instances,  where  owners  had  falied  to  comply 
with  Statutory  Notices  for  dust  bins,  they  were  provided  bv 
the  Council  and  charged  to  the  owners,  who  paid  the 
accounts  upon  receipt  of  the  bills. 

Many  of  the  notices  covered  several  nuisances,  and 
particulars  are  given  in  the  following  tabulated  report  of 
the  action  taken  in  the  supres-sion  of  nuisances,  and  various 
improvements  effected  during  the  year.

GENERAL  ROUTINE  AN!)  SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION. 

The  provisions  of  section  92  of  the  Public  Heath  Act 
requiring  Local  Authorities  to  make  systematic  inspections 
of  their  districts,  has  received  attention  as  far  as  was  prac¬ 
ticable. 

33  houses  have  been  examined  in  detail  and  most  of 
the  defects  found  have  been  remedied. 

References  have  been  sent  to  the  Surveyor’s  Depart¬ 
ment,  with  regard  to  wastes  of  water,  emptving  of  ashpits, 
defective  closet  pans,  choked  gullies,  etc.,  and  other  matters. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  drain  testing, 
this  process  only  being  carried  out  when  it  is  specially  called 
for ;  in  27  instances  smoke  and  volatile  tests  have  been 
applied.  Your  council  would  do  well  to  consider  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  testing  all  new  drains,  either  with  the  smoke  machine 
or  water  test,  especially  as  syphons  arc  not  usually  fixed  to 
cut  off  the  sewer  gas  from  the  houses. 

It  is  impossible  for  a  builder,  “  no  matter  how  careful 
he  may  he,”  to  say  that  a  drain  he  has  laid  is  air  tight, 
or  water  tight,  and  it  is  a  false  security  to  place  properly 
trapped  gullies  near  to  houses,  when  sewer  air  may  be 
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leaking  out  out  at  other  places  in  the  drain.  It  is  only 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  il  a  drain  will  stand  the  smoke 
test  under  pressure,  the  surroundings  of  the  house  will  he 
more  likeiv  to  be  free  from  sewer  air. 

The  Saturday  Market  has  been  regularly  inspected,  in 
one  or  two  instances  vendors  have  been  cautioned  for 
having'  small  quantities  of  unsound  food,  otherw  ise  the  food 
sold  is  of  verv  fair  quality. 

PETIIOLEIJM  ACTS. 

There  are  7  places  licensed  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum. 
28  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  they  were 
found  to  have  been  kept  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition. 
In  one  instance  a  leakage  was  detected  in  one  of  the  storage 
vessels  and  the  same  was  immediately  attended  to  upon  the 
store-keepers  attention  being  drawn  to  the  same. 

CARBIDE  OF  CALCIUM. 

There  are  9  places  Licensed  for  the  storage  of  Carbide 
ot  Calcium.  21  visits  have  been  made  and  no  contraven¬ 
tions  found.  One  new  store  has  been  licensed  during  the

The  steps  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  give  effect 
to  the  Acts  and  Regulations  are  indicated  by  the  following 
information,  a  copy  of  which  is  required  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  within  21  days  after  the  3ist 
December  of  each  year,  in  accordance  with  Section  3  of 
the  Canal  Boats  Acts  of  1884. 

During  the  vear  190S  the  Inspector  made  62  visits  to 
the  Canal  and  examined  the  cabins  of  77  boats,  which  were 
occupied  by  117  men,  49  women  and  41  children  (16 
children  were  over  5  years  age  and  25  were  under  5  years). 

With  regard  to  the  conditions  of  the  boats  and  their 
occupants,  most  of  them  were  found  to  be  generally  well 
kept,  and  the  occupants  appeared  to  be  in  good  health, 
especially  the  children.
